HE Abftraé of the Behaviour of the 

Church of Scotland to the Epifcopal 

Diffenters there; as it b-oke off in our Laft, 
the Remainder continues thuu——— 


UT to return tothe Hftory, the Parlis- 
ment by their A®, dated 12 Jane, 1693, 


takes the Affair of the Church under their ft 


Confideration, and ratifies the AB approving 
the Confeffion of Faith, and fertling Presby- 
serian Government; And farder ftztutes and 
crdains, that no Perfox be admittedd,:or con- 
tinue to be & Minifter or Preacher within 
this Church, unlefs that be biving firJt taken 
and fubfcribed the O2th of Allegiance and Bond 
of Affurance, in manner appointed by the fixtb 
Aét of that fame Seffion of Parliament, dated 23 
‘May, 1693, do aljo fubjeribe the faidConfeffion 
of Faith, declaring tbe fame to be tbe Confeffion 
of bis Faith, and that be owns the Doétrine 
Serein contained to be the true Dottrine, 
which be wil conftantly adbere to, as aljo that 
be owns and avlnowledges Presbyterian Church 
Government, as fetsled by the pie 5th AG 


of the fecond Seffion of that Parliament to be 
the only Government of this Church, and tbat 
he will fiibmit sbereto, and concur therewith, 
and never endeavour diteGly or indire&ly the 
Prejudice ar Subverfion thereof, And farder, 
it was flatute or ordained by shat fame. AG, 
that Uniformity of Worfbip and the Admini- 
ration of alt publick Ordinances witbin this 
Church fhould be obferved by all the Minifters 
and Preachers, 15 the fame was then performe 
ed or allowed, or foould thereafter be declar'd 
by the Duty of the Church, and that no Mi- 
nifter. or Preacher fhould be admitted or conti- 
nued thereafser, unte/s that be fubfcribe to ob- 
ferve, and aftually do obferve the forefzid 
Uniformity ; and the Eftates of Parliament 
addreffed their Majefties, to call a General 
Affembly for ordering the Affairs of the Church, 
Certifying fuch of the Epifcopal Minifters as 
were then in Churches, and did not apply to 
the General Affemtly or otber Church Fudica- 
tories, euch Man for himfelf to be received in 
the Te?ms forefaid, tbat they might be depofed 
by. Sentence of the General Affembly or otber 
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is) * 

The General Affembly baving. met, Anno 
3694, and deliberated upon what was remitted 
to their Confideration by the King and Queen, 
and their Parliament, did agree unto Terms of 
Communion, andimpower’d and ordain’d their 
Commiffion to receive fuch of the late Conform 
Minifters, as |bould apply to them in thefe 
Terms, which were the fame propofed by the 
AG of Parliament; and altho" few or uome of 
shefe Conform Minifters. bad obferved tbit 
AG of Parliament, yet the General Affembly 
did dijtbarge their Commiffion or any Fudica: 
sory of the Church to take Advantage to cen- 

fare any Minifter. whatfomever, for not bs 

ving qualified bimfzlf in the Terms of the AG 
~ of Parliament: 1693, ebove.mention'd 5 and 
likeways appointing rhat their. Commiffion and 
aB otber Judicatories foon/d take care, that if 
any Perfon fhould be found to bave malisiou 
or calumnioufly accufed any Minifter, they 
foould be eondignly cenfured according to the 
Ordex-and Pratice of this Church. According 
20 which Ads Divers of the Epifecpal Mini- 
fers were received inte Minifterial Commu- 
nion, and not one of them ever fince the ‘fe- 
wolutin were depofed or fufpended by the 
Chrechy for their being Epifcopal in their 
Opinion.
